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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

• Species I as depicted by one specific implementation [see specification, page 9, 
lines 25-27, page 10, lines 1-2, several methods are provided] of providing a fast 
rate control method that can efficiently reduce or remove the computation and 
memory usage redundancy as defined by claims 1-14, 24, 28-41, 51, 55-68, and 
78. 

• Species II as depicted by another specific implementation [see specification, 
page 9, lines 25-27, page 10, lines 1-2, several methods are provided] of 
providing a fast rate control method that can efficiently reduce or remove the 
computation and memory usage redundancy as defined by claims 15-18, 42-45, 
and 69-72. 

• Species III as depicted by another specific implementation [see specification, 
page 9, lines 25-27, page 10, lines 1-2, several methods are provided] of 
providing a fast rate control method that can efficiently reduce or remove the 
computation and memory usage redundancy as defined by claims 19, 21-23, 25- 
27, 46, 48-50, 52-54, 73, 75-77, and 79-81. 

• Species IV as depicted by another specific implementation [see specification, 
page 9, lines 25-27, page 10, lines 1-2, several methods are provided] of 
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providing a fast rate control method that can efficiently reduce or remove the 
computation and memory usage redundancy as defined by claims 20, 47, and 
74. 

The species are independent or distinct because each implementation is structurally 
different in design and operate by different modes as could be seen in the variables and 
criterions that are used in the different implementations. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
